tions; promotion of meteorology; 
and service to navigation, agri- 
culture, education and . transpor- 
tation. 

With these as our goals, it 
would seem hard to conceive of 
an investment promising greater 
dividends for this and future gen- 
erations of mankind.

Imagine a force of such magni- 
tude that it lifts an 83-ton railroad 
coach and its 117 passengers 
straight up in the air, whisks it 
80 feet, and drops it in a ditch.

It is, of course, a tornado, the 
most violent of all storms. And 
in Southern Illinois, focal point 
of what the ,€. S. - Commerce 
Department calls the worst one 
ever to hit the United States 
(March 18, 1925), the twister sea- 
son is again at hand, 

March, April, May and June 
—these are the peak tornado 
months. Records show that the 
prc-season buildup for the plains 
onslaught usually takes place with 
February tornadoes in the central 
Gulf States. The statistics have 
been brutally confirmed already 
this year. 

In Jackson County, Illinois, 
there have been two tornado 
watches so far in 1971. The most 
recent, as of this writing, occu

Even so, how people choose to 
react to the actual threat of a 
tornado appears to be no small 
factored its effects. . 

SIU Geographer Luane Bau- 
mann. assembled a research team 
to find out how people perceive 
and adjust to tornado hazards.; 
He and his crew went to Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Illinois, Alabama, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut, 
—high, medium and low-frequen- 
cy tornado areas— to' talk, listen 
and study records. and. reports!* 

His data' is complete on Illinois 
and Alabama and it shows some 
strange differences. In (he south, 
tt appears, there is a strong feel- 
ing that if a tornado is coming, 
there's. little to be done. If your 
number's up, that's it — so the 
thinking seems to prevail in many 
areas* ; Js -v^Sf: 

In Illinois, Baumann found, pec* 
pie are .much more responsive 
to the threat. While they may 
believe no less strongly in -.the 
role of a "higher force," they^stlll 
think they have - some control 
over their destinies and do ffie 
routine things— opening sbme w wjn- 
dows, heading for shelter, keep* 
ing abreast of radio weather bul- 
letins.

That section of road that you remember as 
bumpless a few months ago may have changed 
for the worse. r : 

. Freezing weather may have enlarged cracks 
and weak spots in the pavement and turned them 
into crevices and potholes. 

Hitting one of these hazards at a speed that's 
too fast or even a speed that normally would be 
safe, can give a considerable jolt to vehicle and 
passengers, warns the Lake County Safety Com- 
mission. 

A driver can also be jolted into momentarily 
losing control of his vehicle. And sometimes 
that's all it takes to cause an accident. 



Don't be caught with your defenses down, 
suggests Director Jerry Klebe. If the road ahead 
looks suspicious slow down immediately. Don't 
delay. By the time you can identify a hazardous 
hole for what it is., it may be too late to take any 
Irind of preventive action.

To Resume 

Operation Friendship, a YWCA 
sponsored program which began 
in December 1967 and lasted for 
just one year, will be resumed, 
according to Mrs. Jeffrey Diver, j 
Chairman of the Operation 
Friendship Committee. 

The purpose of the program is 
to eliminate racial prejudice 
through understanding. The pro- 
gram'* works with elementary 
school children in the. areas of in- 
tcrgroup relations, cultural edu- 
cation and community service. 
Small groups of four to six chil- 
dren with adult arid college age 
volunteer leaders form tho basic 
structure of -the program. Each 
group of children is deliberately 
inter-racial and intcrcultural. The 
groups will meet weekly during 
the summer months. 

. Tho public is < invited to take 
part in the program ioy attending 
tho next committee meeting at 
the YWCA, 445 North Genesee 
Street, Waukegan, on April l, 
at 8:00 p.m. 

All children from age 6 through 
12 may take part in- the program. 
Groups will consist of four or six 
youngsters. Leading the weekly 
groups in field trips, cultural and 
educational activities will be col- 
lege students and adults. The par- 
ents of the participating children 
will be expected to assist the 
group leader by sharing responsi- 
bility for one day's activity dur- 
ing the summer. In addition, it 
is hoped that all parents within 
the group will be able to meet for 
the final group activity. 

"The reason the program was 
successful for such a short period 
of time previously," said Mrs. 
Diver, "is that a handful of vol- 
unteer group leaders were doing 
all the work." She went on to say 
that during the year 1968 when 
Operation Friendship was opera- 
tional, twenty^one adults and ap- 
proximately one hundred children 
were involved, Mrs. Diver, ex- 
plained that, several changes have 
been made to the original outline 
of the, program. "The groups will 
meet only during the summer," 
she said. "Previously the pro- 
gram was a year-round one and. 
there were just not chough people 
involved to opcrjilo on that 
basis."

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When Going To Work Drive Carefully* Commission Urges

Driving to work is a privilege 
you can lose— not because the 
company can' forbid you. to do it.. 
but bccausc->an accident can des- 
troy your car— or kill you, warns 
the Lake County Safety Commis- 
sion. J 

What's different about driving 
to work from driving . at any 
other time? Not much, and 'all 
the ordinary safe driving rules 
apply. But for most of us, there 
arc some special angles to driv- 
ing to and from work. . . i , 

First of all, we usually do it 
at rush hour. That means that 
we face just about the heaviest 
traffic, both on foot and in cars. 
It means that folks will be in .a 
hurry. In the morning, some of 
them wil lhc bleary-eyed from be- 
ing short of sleep, and at night 
some of them will be dog-tired 
from the day's work. 

So we have to figure the rush 
hour is a time for holding the 



speed down and our attention up, 
to allow for .the failures of the 
other guys. 

Sometimes, particularly in the 
evenings in winter, we have to 
do our driving from work when 
the light is. poor. Statistics show 
that this winter-time rush hour is 
.the deadliest time for, pedestrian 
accidents: -Just check back and 
you'll remember some times 
when you were almost on a pedes- 
trian before' you saw him— and 
the chances arc that time was al 
(tusk. i. ; ..... 

So give yourself an extra mar- 
gin of safety in those evenings 
when the light is dim, suggests 
Jerry Klcbc, Director of the Saf- 
ety Commission. 

The rush hour drive to and 
from work is no place for a jal- 
opy in bad repair. Have. your 
brakes, lights, windshield wipers 
and other equipment checked fre- 
quently and repaired promptly 



when they need it. 

Bad 'weather calls for extra 
caution. Snow, Ice, or wet pave- 
.ments will make it harder for ... 
you to stop, quickly. Snow, fog or. 
rain wilt cut your visibility down. 
Any such condition demands still 
more caution and reduced speeds. 

For the rest, driving to and 
"from work is just a matter of nor- 
mal good driving practice. It 
means obeying traffic signals' arid '._ 
speed limits?' It means signalling 
turns and stops, staying in your, 
own lane, yielding the right of 
way at intersections. It' means 
driving in a businesslike way, not 
in a "reckless or showoff way. 

. It means scheduling your trips 
so that you have time enough to 
get to work before the whistle' 
without .having to! drive faster 
than conditions make safe,' sug- 
gests the Safely Commission.
